Education, Research and Social Welfare Considered 


“One of the chief implications of 
ASHA’s adolescent research studies is 
that our educational institutions and 
our teachers, at all levels, will have 
to become more comfortable in deal- 
ing with the psycho-sexual area. In 
the vast majority of our schools and 
colleges, children and young adults do 
not encounter the kind of genuine 
concern and_ understanding which 
would help them to overcome their 
anxieties,’ Dr. Edgar C. Cumings, di- 
rector of ASHA’s division of education, 
told participants at the Michigan 
Welfare Conference. 

T. Lefoy Richman, ASHA associate 
executive director, and Dr. Cumings 
were featured speakers at the 45th 
annual Michigan Welfare Conference 
held in Grand Rapids on November 4, 
and at the 1959 annual meeting of the 


Ohio Social Hygiene Council on Octo- 
ber 16 in Portsmouth, Ohio. 

Emphasis of both presentations was 
“the implications for education, relig- 
ion and social welfare of current re- 
search into adolescent behavior.” 

ASHA’s program at the recent San 
Francisco meeting of the National 
Conference on Social Welfare treated 
the same topic and generated so much 
interest that the Association has re- 
ceived many requests for similar pres- 
entations before other groups. 

Using the ASHA-initiated studies on 
adolescent sexual behavior as focus, 
panel members related the findings to 
specific disciplines. 

The Scioto County Social Hygiene 
Association hosted the Portsmouth 
event, which drew delegates from all

New Haven 


New Haven, Conn., was given an 
“A,” the highest rating awarded to a 
city, by the American Social Hygiene 
Association as the result of a recent 
survey made there. 

The survey showed New Haven to 
be one of the country’s cleanest cities, 
pointing out that no commercialized 
prostitution or allied vice was found 
there at the time of the survey. 

Many of the usual run of go- 
betweens such as bell boys and cab 
drivers were contacted and not one 
would or could aid in securing a pros- 
titute or stipulate a place where one 
might be encountered. 

A spokesman for ASHA said that in 
the many investigations which have 
been made in New Haven over the 
past years the results have shown the 
community to be almost consistently 
free from vice. He lauded the present 
Administration and its police chief for 
doing a fine job in “maintaining the 
exceptional record that New Haven 
has enjoyed for years.” 


Steubenville 


Steubenville, Ohio, long known as a 
“trouble spot,’”’ was also given an “A”’ 
rating by the Association as the result 
of a survey made last July. 

ASHA investigators could find no 
organized prostitution, a situation so 
rare in Steubenville, that a local paper 
carried an editorial on the incident. 

The editorial commented on the 
change, stating that “there can be no 
question that Steubenville is a finer, 
cleaner and healthier city than it has 
ever been,” and of the ASHA rating, 
“Reports by this fine organization are 
worthwhile because of their com- 
pletely unbiased frankness,” adding 
that the American Social Hygiene 
Association investigates conditions in 
cities with the idea of strengthening 
communities by reporting on condi- 
tions which threaten them.

Life Conference 

“The American Family: The Joint 
Responsibility of Religion and Educa- 
tion’”’ was the title of a family life 
conference held at Wartburg College 
in Waverly, Iowa, on October 8 and 9. 

Co-sponsors for the event were the 
American Social Hygiene Association, 
Wartburg College, and the Lutheran 
Mutual Life Insurance Company. 

Leaders of the Conference, which 
sought to clarify what the churches 
and schools could do to help interest 
Americans in creative family living, 
were Dr. Carl Reuss, executive secre- 
tary of the Board for Christian Social 
Action of the American Lutheran 
Church, and Dr. David Fulcomer, 
professor of family sociology, Iowa 
State University, Ames, Iowa. Dr. 
Fulcomer is also consultant to ASHA 
on its Midwest Project. 

Featured speakers were: Dr. Robert 
J. Havinghurst, professor of Education 
at the University of Chicago; Dr. Har- 
old Haas, executive secretary of the 
Board of Social Missions of the United 
Lutheran Church; Dr. Evelyn Duvall, 
Family Life Consultant in Chicago, 
and Dr. Lee Burchinall, assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology at Iowa State. 

Dr. Reuss chaired a panel on ‘“‘What 
the Church Can Do With the Help of 
the School.”” Topic of Dr. Fulcomer’s 
panel was ‘‘What the Schools Can Do 
With the Help of the Church.” 

Some of the points pursued at the 
Conference were juvenile delinquency 
and early marriages among high 
school students. 

The Conference was an outgrowth 
of ASHA’s Midwest Project. 


Sexual Delinquency 
Discussed 


“Teenagers are more inclined to 
conform when parental authority is 
clear-cut and consistent,” T, Lefoy 
Richman, associate executive director 
of the American Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation, told the members of the Mas- 
sachuetts Department of Public Health 
at their monthly meeting in Boston, 
November 3. 

Focus of Mr. Richman’s address was 
“Factors Associated with Sexual De- 
linquency in the Teenager.” He pre- 
sented a description of the studies of 
adolescent behavior initiated by 
ASHA. 

Mr. Richman is scheduled to speak 
before the Illinois Social Hygiene 
League in Chicago on December 1. 
His topic will be: “VD and Your 
Community.”
